Round 39Ch 1, [sc BLin each 
of next 6 sts, sc2tog BL, sc BL in 
each of next 6 sts] 8 times; join 
with si st in first st— 104 sts.

Round 42 Ch 1 , [sc BL in each 
of next 3 sts, hdc FL in next st 
on Round 40, dc FL in next st on 
Round 39, hdc FL in next st on 
Round 40] 16 times; join with si st 
in first st. 

Rounds 43-44 Repeat Round 6, 
do not change color.

Crochet ‘OocW 



Go beyond the straight and narrow and learn tricks for 
stitching with fun novelty yarns. By Marty Miller 



0 1 love all the new novelty 

yarns I'm seeing, but I'm hav- 
ing trouble crocheting with them. I 
can't see my stitches, so I don't know 
where to insert the hook. How can I 
make this easier? 

There are 3 things you can 
do to help you crochet with 
novelty yarns. First, you can use 
a bigger hook than the hook size 
listed on the ball band. In photo 1, 

I crocheted the square on the left 
In Red Heart Stellar, with the hook 
that the ball band recommended, 
K/10V2 (6.5mm). I then crocheted the 
square on the right, also in Stellar, 
with a bigger hook, N/1 5 (1 0mm). 
The stitches of the square on the left 
look all squished together; you can't 
tell where one ends and the next one 
begins. But those of the other square 
are separated and better defined. 



Second, you can use a stitch 
pattern that doesn't require you to 
go into a stitch but instead allows 
you to go Into a chain space. A 
granny square pattern Is a great 
option for novelty yarns, because 
most of the stitches are worked 
into spaces between the groups of 
3 dcs. That made it easy for me to 
work with the Stellar yarn and the 
J/1 0 (6mm) hook. And with the N/1 5 
(1 0mm) hook, it was even easier to 
work. Another good stitch pattern to 
use with novelty yarns is a post stitch 
pattern where you would go around 
the stitch, not into it (see photo 2). 

Third, you can use a smooth 
carry-along yarn or thread of the 
same color or contrasting color 
and pair it with the novelty yarn. 
This makes the individual stitches 
simpler to find — ^just look for the 
carry-along strand. 









When adding fringe to my crochet, how can I 
prevent the ends from untwisting or unraveling? 




There are many different types 
of fringe that won't unravel or 
untwist. 

To use single strands of yarn as your 
fringe, cut the yarn pieces a little longer 
than called for, fold them in two, and 
insert them as usual along the edge 
of the piece. Before cutting the fringe 
ends to make them even, tie a knot 



near the end of each strand and cut 
below that knot (photo A). The knot 
stops the yarn from unraveling. 

You can also make a fringe of looped 
chains. On the edge where you want 
fringe, *crochet a chain, join it with a 
slip stitch into the same stitch where 
you started the chain, slip stitch into 
the next stitch, and repeat from *. You 






can make the chain loops any size or 
space them farther apart (see photo B). 

Also, here's a fun chain fringe you 
can try: *Cut the yarn at least three 
times as long as the length of the 
fringe, fold the yarn piece in half, and 
connect it with a slip stitch to an edge 
stitch on the piece. Crochet a chain 
using both strands of the yarn held 
together and end off when it's long 
enough. Repeat from *. (See photo C ~ 
for an example). ^ 
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Luxurious ruffling
